FOR  THE  AREA.

These  remain  unchanged. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

These  remain  unchanged  and  appear  to  be  adequate  for  the 
present  needs  of  the  area,  except  the  Tideswell  district,  which 
has  asked  for  a better  service. 

Hospitals. 

Facilities  for  Hospital  Treatment  remain  the  same. 

118  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital  during 
1938.  Of  these  34  were  from  your  District. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

During  the  year  negotiations  were  concluded  and  a contract 
entered  into  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  on  which  the  springs 
are  located  at  Tideswell.  The  Engineers  have  carried  out  some 
preliminary  excavations  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a scheme  for 
improving  the  methods  of  collection  will  be  presented  at  an 
early  date. 

Investigations  have  been  commenced  with  a view  towards 
augmentation  of  the  Bradwell  Supply.  It  should  be  possible 
to  make  more  use  of  the  moorland  springs  at  Abney,  the  water 
from  which  is  pure,  but  excessively  acid. 

The  collection  and  distribution  of  the  private  supply  for 
Abney  is  to  be  improved  by  the  owner.  At  present,  the  supply 
is  derived  from  several  springs  and  conveyed  for  most  of  its 
course  in  a stone  sough.  It  is  intended  to  use  one  spring  only, 
and  to  pipe  for  the  whole  distance.  This  will  prevent  the  small 
degree  of  surface  pollution  which  has  been  taking  place. 

The  new  reservoir  (capacity  of  250,000  gallons)  for  Chelmorton 
was  completed  during  the  year. 

That  part  of  Eyam  supply  derived  from  the  Highcliffe 
source  was  found  to  be  polluted,  and  in  view  of  the  small  quantity 
of  water  derived  from  that  source  it  was  decided  to  discontinue 
its  use  as  part  of  the  public  supply.  As  it  is  also  used  as  a private 
supply  for  a few  houses,  the  owner  of  the  property  has  been 
informed  and  has  carried  out  certain  repairs.  Further  improve- 
ment is  to  be  carried  out  this  year. 
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Some  trouble  was  occasioned  at  Hucklow  by  animals  gaining 
access  to  the  reserv'oir.  A small  mesh  wire  fence  was  erected 
following  which  a sample  was  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  purity. 

Samples  of  the  Eyam  Woodlands  supply  have  not  been  up 
to  the  required  standard.  It  is  probable  that  one  collecting  pipe 
admits  surface  water,  but  further  investigations  have  been  im- 
possible during  the  excessively  wet  winter. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  chlorination  of 
the  Flagg  and  Monyash  supply. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  eleven  public  supplies  have 
been  carried  out.  In  deciding  which  supplies  required  examina- 
tion, I have  had  regard  to  previous  results  and  to  the  character 
of  the  source  and  nature  of  the  collecting  ground. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

After  a delay  of  some  2|  years  Eyam  Woodlands  and  Nether 
Padley  scheme  has  at  last  been  commenced. 

Baslow  and  Bubnell.  A scheme  has  been  prepared,  but  no 
decision  arrived  at.  Meantime  matters  become  worse.  It  is 
not  generally  appreciated  that  where  sewers  exist  property 
owners  have  the  right  of  direct  connection  irrespective  of  the 
ultimate  disposal.  Much  of  the  recent  new  building  in  Baslow 
has  been  connected  to  the  existing  drainage  system  and  an 
appreciable  amount  of  older  property  has  been  improved  and 
connected. 

Since  the  1934  amalgamation  56  new  houses  have  been 
erected.  Of  these  35  have  tank  treatment  of  sewage,  19  drain 
directly  to  existing  sewers,  while  two  drain  to  sewer  after  tank 
treatment.  Omitting  all  consideration  of  river  pollution  with 
its  attendant  smell,  it  is  incomprehensible  that  development 
amounting  to  twenty  per  cent,  should  be  allowed  to  take  place 
with  such  haphazard  methods  of  sewage  disposal. 

Youlgreave.  The  upper  part  of  the  village  is  unsewered. 
Disposal  methods  vary,  but  in  general  the  sewage  is  run  into 
fissures  in  the  rock  or  into  sumps  in  the  gardens.  This  matter 
calls  for  early  attention,  and  at  the  same  time  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  method  of  sewage  disposal  for  that  portion 
of  the  village  which  is  now  sewered.  To  turn  untreated  sewage 
into  a disused  mine  shaft  may  be  cheap  and  convenient,  but 
regard  should  be  had  to  its  ultimate  fate.  It  is  claimed  that 
settling  and  purification  takes  place  in  the  underground  channels 
of  the  mine.  Proof  of  this  is  not  forthcoming.  On  the  contrary 
tests  prove  that  the  sewage  enters  the  Derwent  in  less  than 
twenty-four  hours. 
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The  Chelmorton  scheme  has  gone  forward.  The  Public 
Inquiry  was  held  on  January  17th,  1939. 

Conditions  at  Taddington  become  worse  and  nothing  short 
of  a proper  disposal  scheme  will  suffice.  Any  other  steps  to 
ameliorate  the  conditions  must  of  necessity  be  of  a temporary 
nature. 

The  effluent  at  Rowland,  which  is  virtually  untreated 
sewage,  has  given  rise  to  a nuisance  during  the  drier  parts  of  the 
year.  It  is  expected  that  some  form  of  settling  tank  and  land 
treatment  will  be  possible  and  not  expensive. 

Land  treatment  at  Winster  remains  very  unsatisfactory. 
A scheme  for  treatment  by  settling  tanks  and  filter  beds  has  been 
prepared  and  is  shortly  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

I can  add  nothing  to  previous  comments  on  this  matter. 
Pollution  tends  to  increase  with  the  erection  of  new  property  and 
improvements  to  old.

Public  Cleansing. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  of  the  system  of  scavenging  by 
contract.  A combined  scheme  for  seven  parishes  has  had  to  be 
deferred  pending  negotiations  for  a suitable  site  for  tipping. 

A scheme  for  Rowsley  was  commenced  during  the  year. 
The  tip  was  at  first  well  maintained  by  the  contractor,  but  it  has 
been  found  that  during  wet  weather  the  approach  is  practically 
impassable,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  find  an  alternative  site. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  Sanitary  Officers’  Order,  1935,  requires  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  31st  December  in  each 
year  to  furnish  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  reports  upon 
the  work  of  his  Department  during  the  year.  These  are  repro- 
duced herewith.

The  new  provisions  relating  to  moveable  dwellings  contained 
in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  are  difficult  to  administer.  With- 
out special  officers  it  is  impossible,  in  a wide  district,  to  keep 
observation  on  each  site  for  the  establishment  of  usage  over  a 
certain  number  of  days.  To  do  so  might  entail  daily  visits  for 
twenty  weeks  or  more.  The  casual  camper  and  renter  of  site 
are  virtually  unaffected  by  the  new  provisions.  It  is  regretted 
that  it  has  not  been  made  an  offence  to  advertise  sites  for  camping 
unless  such  sites  have  been  licensed. 

Smoke  Abatement.  No  statutory  action  has  been  necessary 
during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  The  open  air  pool  at  Hathersage 
remains  the  only  one  in  the  district.  This  is  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Parish  Council  and  is  only  used  during  the  summer 
months.  Purification  is  by  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  No  case  of  infestation  was  found 
during  the  year.  There  have  been  so  few  instances  of  infestation 
in  the  past  few  years,  that  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary 
to  examine  the  belongings  of  ingoing  tenants  to  Council  Houses. 

Schools.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  ask  for  the  closure 
of  any  school  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  infectious  disease  among  scholars  still  remains 
unsatisfactory.  It  is  by  no  means  uncommon  to  receive  a form 
giving  names  of  pupils  affected,  but  omitting  to  mention  the 
disease.  While  admitting  that  in  most  cases  no  helpful  action 
can  be  taken,  that  is  a matter  which  can  best  be  judged  by  the 
Medical  Officer.  Unless  accurately  completed  forms  are  promptly 
forwarded  the  whole  value  of  the  scheme  is  lost.  Due  credit 
must  be  given  to  some  teachers  who  are  most  careful  and  con- 
scientious in  this  matter. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  several  schools  is  not  all  that 
could  be  desired.  In  this  report  I shall  only  refer  to  the  school 
at  Youlgreave,  where  I am  led  to  understand  improvements 
have  been  contemplated  for  some  considerable  time.  The  premises 
are  crowded  and  so  unsatisfactory  that  it  would  appear  the  time 
has  come  to  present  a special  report  to  this  Council. 


HOUSING. 

Section  .D. 

During  the  year  895  houses  were  inspected.  Altogether 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  these  were  found  to  require  attention. 
The  majority  (582)  were  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for 
human  habitation  and  are  being  dealt  with  under  the  repair 
section  of  the  Housing  Act.  As  a general  rule  most  of  the  work 
is  initiated  by  means  of  an  informal  preliminary  notice. 

The  remaining  ninety-three  dwellings  were  considered  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  have  been  represented  as  clearance 
areas  or  for  individual  demolition.  Two-thirds  of  this  number 
were  only  reported  upon  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  remaining 
houses  proposals  from  owners  were  accepted  in  respect  of  eleven 
houses  and  were  not  considered  satisfactory  in  thirteen  cases. 
In  a few  instances  the  undertakings  to  submit  proposals  have 
not  been  observed. 

During  the  year  seventeen  houses  originally  represented 
under  Section  1 1 have  been  satisfactorily  improved  and  repaired, 
and  work  commenced  on  a further  eight  houses. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers’)  Acts.  Good  use  has  been  made 
of  the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts.  Twenty-nine  applications 
were  received  of  which  twenty-five  were  approved.  Work  was 
satisfactorily  completed  in  twenty-three  cases  ; the  latter  figure 
including  eleven  houses  where  application  was  approved  in  1937. 

Overcrowding.  There  has  been  a considerable  reduction  in 
the  number  of  overcrowded  families,  and  no  fresh  cases  have 
been  reported.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk.  There  are  now  497  milk  producing  farms  in  the  district. 
The  work  of  inspection  and  survey  proceeds  slowly.  The 
number  of  premises  improved  is  all  too  small.  It  is  surprising 
to  find  how  many  of  even  the  careful  dairymen  do  not  fully 
understand  the  underlying  principles  of  modern  improvements. 

Education  in  the  methods  and  principles  of  clean  milk  pro- 
duction cannot  be  carried  out  entirely  by  lectures  or  literature. 
The  problem  is  largely  an  individual  one  and  is  completely  bound 
up  with  the  farm  buildings,  appliances  and  workers.  The  diffi- 
culty can  only  be  satisfactorily  approached  by  inspection, 
personal  contact  and  discussion. 

Slaughterhouses.  There  are  29  private  slaughterhouses  on 
the  register.  During  the  year  840  inspections  were  made.  The 
accompanying  table  gives  details  of  the  results  of  the  inspection 
of  meat. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  trade  is  taking  no  steps  towards 
amalgamation  of  slaughterhouses.  Many  existing  premises  could 
well  be  disposed  of  and  the  remainder  improved  and  made  really 
satisfactory. 

Other  Foods.  Bakehouses  and  other  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  or  stored,  have  been  inspected  and  on  the  whole  have 
been  found  satisfactory.

Scarlet  Fever.  The  disease  continues  to  be  of  a very 
mild  type  and  complications  few.  It  has  been  possible  to  discharge 
many  patients  before  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  disease.  There 
have  been  no  ‘‘  return  ” cases.  Serum  is  given  in  almost  every 
case  and  there  seems  ample  proof  that  the  effects  are  beneficial 
and  that  convalescence  is  speedier. 

Diphtheria.  In  addition  to  the  figures  given  above  three 
cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  were  admitted  for  observation, 
and  two  healthy  carriers  were  treated  at  home. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  practitioners.
